MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

A F«w Word. About Capital aad Taxes la 
Car SUter Bapoblla, 

A leading Mexican statesman eati- 
mates the nninvcstcd capital here in tlio 
City of Mexico alone at CSO.OOO.OOO, 
sum big enough to have bollt the OeO' 
tral Railway and left enough to drain 
the vaUey of Mexico in the most thor- 
oagh manner and after the costliest 
plans. All through the large oitlos of 
the republiu this strange fiii'l nppi';u s 
again and again, tho actual possosaiou 
01 large sums with no disposition to in. 
vest Tliis laok of the desire to co-op- 
eral4-. to get up stock companies fur the 
dovelopment of the National resources, 
may be attributed to several causo.s. Wo 
know that in Spain, from whiob country 
Mexico has inhorited some very bad 
financial traditions, tho spirit of co- 
operation docs not exist, and tliat 
Spanish railways, mines and banks 
ire lurgcly owned by English and 
other foreign capitalists. I do not 
assert tills as an absolutely universal 
fact, but admit choorfnlly that some 
Spaniards liavo a genius for buainess, 
as the eommoroial success of many ol 
tlioin fwro shows unnrfstnkably. But 
in Spain it is still quite tho correct 
thing to do one's own banking, and 
to make one's deposit in a strongbox or 
under the tiloil lloor. 

Then another b:wl legacy from Spain 
to Mexico is tlic absurd taxation system 
which has for its aim to hit every dol- 
lar in process of transfer in trade 
and knock a bit out of it as a percent' 
ago for the Federal, State or munici- 
pal Govornment Land is insufficient- 
ly taxed, houses are not taxeil as thoy 
should bo, but the burden rcst« on iin 
ported goods, ami on sales of mer 
chandise and country produce. The 
man rioh In lands and estates gets 
'off with a oompnratively light bur- 
den. Hero in the City of Mexico, 
stores and houses arc not taxed only 
when runted. That is, tlie lease has 
to pay a oertain peroentage monthly 
to the municipal Government What 
is the result? That rents aro extor- 
tionate, fur the landlord witli an empty 
house or store only loses tho interest on 
his investment when his premises are 
vacant and has no taxes to pay until a 
tenant comes along. Naturally, the 
landlord is stiff in his prices. Those 
hi^ rents add materially to the cost of 
living here, and I should estimate tlii\t 
maintaining a household at tills capital 
is tliirty-throe per cent ntore oiqiensive 
th^n in Bostqn. 'llinre is abundant 
rqqro in the Valley ol Mcxioo lor town 
sites for delightful suburbs. but 
the suburban towns aro few am 
the city landlords have tho whip in 
their hands. Rents have materially ad 
vanced since the completion of the Cen. 
tral Railway, for the riiilway "bnom" 

f;ave tho city real estate owners a highly- 
nfiatad idea at tlto value ol the proper- 
ties. They haven't got over that notion 
yet. 

When a Mexican get^ rieli alwut all ho 
can do with hia money is either to build 
and rent houses and stores, or boooma 
usuriuus moncy-lcnilor, the latter an oo- 
cupatlon which, thanks to the improvi- 
dcnce of many of the people, pays wett.

AN INGENIOUS DEVICE. 

An InonndMcent Lamp Witloh Reqnlrei 
No Vacuum In the Globe. 

Mr. Max Miithel has patented in Ger- 
many all incandescent lamp which 
pos.sesses the advantage of requiring no 
vacuum in the glolie. He has, it is re- 
ported, very ingeniously overcome one 
danger that exjieriments of this kind 
have hitherto presented, and that is 
the fndon of the inoandesoent wire. 
The wire used bv bim eonsiata of a mix- 
ture of bodies that are conductors and 
non-conductors ol electricity. He takes 
magnesia, silicate of magnesia, etc.. 
and poreelain olar, and forma a fine 
thread of them, wlleb he heats to In 
oandeseence and saturates tvith a solu 
tion of platlno*lrldlnm salts, and after 
ward raises .«ereral times to incandcs 
oence In onirr III reiluee the ;ibsorbed 
salts to a metallic state. Instead of the 
foregoing mixture, filaments of clay 
may be taken and saturated with 
solution of a melallio salt, whioh 
then rcilucoil to a metallic state, througl 
incandescence and the use of oil of 
lavender or some other organie sub- 
stance, or through an electric cnrrent 
With wires thus prepared fusion ia ab- 
solutely overconio. tho presence of th 
non-conducting substances preventing 
tho metallic parti from moldng. Mr! 
Muthel supposes that the electric sjiark 
jumps, so to speak, from one particle 
to another, and in this w;iy c.tuses a 
heating uf the other substances, whiob, 
brought to inoandescence, emit a aoia 
intann ligbb-iir. r. roM,

"To« want to know why I gave the 
eld Mlow a doHarf" uked an ex-army 
pnicar on FMdiy ** I qnettloned tha 
propriety ot the donation that he had 
made to a rather rough apooiman of 
humanity who had askml for money 
tnongh to get him a dinner. I know 
that my friend was no more .<blo to be 
li'jerai in auch matters than thousands 
of men whoso first impulse is to help 
street be^pars. Ho rijsontcil my im- 
plied criticism oi his eomliu't, .hikI after 
a linio broke out with the question 
quoted above. 

••The case st.tnd.sthis way." he said: 
"there are men who a.-'k ine to help 
them who can not ;;. < their owu con- 
sent to ask (ithcr.i. This is not beo.iuse 
1 am uuiliT iilili^'ations to them, but 
because they know that I know the 
stuff they arc made of. Now, this poor 
follow was .always down at the heol in 
the army, but he was »u exceptionally 
brave man. I liavo seen him do a groat 
manv things that I felt at the time I 
oouli not have done. His one ^ood 
quality was his capacity to do the right 
thing in time of battle or in tiniu of 
great excitemeiil. and I liiive onniiili- 
mented him scores of times upon deeds 
of unoommon bravery. 

"While he was in the army his 
mother died, and his father inado a dis- 
ri piitalile man iu-je. In the very la<t 
year of the war his wife ran awav witli 
an old rival, and the boy he oarea most 
for went to the bad. 'The first thing 
this • good father did when he loft the 
service w.%s to use his pay and o«tra 
bounty in prolonging a disgraceful 
spree. He got into all sorts of trouble 
and di.'graee, and no body cared to 
have much to do with him. I found 
him sick aud ready iodic. Remember- 
ing what the man had been, and re- 
membering the discouragonieiits that 
met him when ho came out of the snrv- 
ioe, I made an attempt to savo him. 

"I did save him in so far as prevent- 
ing him from bceaniinc: a drunkard is 
concerned, but siiiee ihe last engage- 
ment in front of Atlanta the man has 
not had the ipirit o( a tquaw. He lias 
worked hard, but nearly alwayi at a 
disadvantage. When be mM down he 
coiiuis to me beoaote ha kbow* that I 
will uudoratand that he la in need. Ua 
is the sort of a follow, yon know, who, 
rather than lommit to any hnmiliation 
from an old comrade, wonld walk on 
the pier and lump into the lake. My 
heart is sorely troubled over tha ques- 
tion of what we shall do with anoh men. 

•'There is another type of the un- 
(oTtltnate soldier of a higher grade than 
this that ought to be looked after. The 
young raftn who went into the army 
from the purest and highest mutivei. 
who lost his health and strength aud 
capacity to do in the bard servioo ot 
actual war, and who eamo out of the 
service aaddencd, proud and high- 
spirited, aa only a tliinMu;,'lily edu- 
cated soldier can be, and took up the 
bnrdent— the new bnrdent— ol oivil 
Ufe without a murmur, with aoariely a 
liope— such a man stands for a class. 
There are thousands of men whoso 
army education stimulated and culti- 
vated a natural pride that was very 
groat. Their experience in the army 
contributed also to the growth of asen- 
titivoness that bos become morbid. 

"Their struggle iu life since the war 
has not made ihein ^^umblors. but it 
has not blunted their sensitiveness. 
They have never asked for pension or 
for favOr of any kind. Some of them 
arc burdens to their family, or are de- 
pending for their support upon appre- 
ciative friends. They aro dropping off 
by the hundred eyeiy year, going down 
witliottt a mnrmnr, without any credit 
mark, with simply a crooked leg or an 
empty sleeve or an ugly sear pointing 
to a reoord of rare courage in toe army. 
It It not (trange to me that anoh man 
would rnther cams to an old oomrada 
for help than to go to a soldien* boms 
or to tnc public. I oaa't explain it, 
but I can understand, it, and to I oavo 
the man a dollar." — CiWMgo ulm 
Ocean.

Methodical work saves time, temper 
and money; it keeps things running 
smoothly and pleasantly, and the ab 
sence of friction not only expedites the 
work, but kecjia every one good-nntured 
and happy. Hired men iippreeiate it, 

fterhaps without recognizing it. und 
ike to work for a methodical man. 
The influence of methoillcal habits ii 
manifested in all sort.H of ways; order 

{irevails alike in bouse and burn; there 
B a place for everything, and every- 
thing Is in its place; no time or temper 
is lost, therefore, in finding what is 
wanted. Neither man nor beast is 
overworked or unduly hurried at one 
lime, with the result of reaotlon io tha 
way ol slovenly or neglected work at 
another. Every ono will bear witness 
that we have not exaggerated the bene- 
ficial results ol the system which always 
cli.iracterizes the work ol a, methodical 
man ; aud we lear no one will under- 
take to contradict us when we venture 
to as.sert tliat on the larm, more than 
anywhere else, is tliis system con<- 
spienous by its absence.

An importaot and valuable invention 
is a chock protector. The maohine i« 
a small hand arrangement that panohes 
a series of small round holes through 
the paper, fomUng flgnres, with largo 
stop holes at each end. Chlorine will 
remove writing ink and leave the paper 
free from discoloration, so that a larger 
amount can then bo written in without 
detection. Even tiuted checks are 
operated on quite as easily as plain or 
water-lined ones. It is a faot very well 
known to all rogues, and should ne to 
ail businessmen, that embos.iing several 
rows of small uniform points on the 
face of a check, instead of alfording 
protection, positively renders fraudu- 
lent alteration more easy and detection 
more difficult, as, after moistening, the 
raised points can easily be rubbed down 
with a paper-holder, the ink removed 
and replaced, and the dies of another 
stamp of the same make carefully 
worked into the same ruptures, covering 
all defects and restoring the genuine 
appearance. But once let the figures 
be perforated thnnigli tlic p.aper, the 
portions displaced being removed with- 
out mutilating or weakening the check 
and then your amount is unalterably 
^xed upon the check.— .y. 7. Jfotf and
